GOD'S COMPASSION: 



38 But He, being compassionate, forgave their 
iniquity and did not destroy them; 
And often He restrained His anger 
And did not arouse all His wrath. 

39 Thus He remembered that they were but 
flesh, ^ * 
A wind that passes and does not return. - 



72 So he shepherded them according to the 
integrity of his heart, and guided them with 
his skillful hands.
